Born in Baltimore, Md., Febru- 


ary 10, 1909, the life of this drum- 
mer ‘man reads like a Horatio Al- 
ger story but i is even more 
miraculous in yieWw of the physical 
deformity he sufferéd caused by a 
fall early in -his childhood. His 
physician told Chick’s mother that 
he could not engage in any other 
exercise than drumming. 

His family bought him a pair 
of sticks .but,was too poor to af- 


ford a drum. Undismayed, Chiek-——~- 


obtained his early training beat- 
ing out rhythnis on tin cans and 
this brought him fame as the prize 
nuisance of the neighborhood. He 


‘earned the money to buy his first 


pair of drums by selling newspa- 
pers. They cost: him ten dollars. 

At the age of :11 he was playing 
club dates and parties. throughout 
Maryland .and.at, the-age-of 17, 
fate threw Chick and Duke Elling- 
ton together. Both were out of 
work, Duke finally signed: con- 
tracts for two jobs and insisted 
that Webb take one with his own 
band, and. thus Chick Webb~and, 
his orchestra were -born, 


In 1926 he invaded New York 


-and was immédiately given a job 


at the then popular Black Bottom 
Club. From there he went to the 
Paddock Club and then was spotted 
by Moe Gale, and signed to play 
at. Harlem’s famous Savoy Ball- 
room, 

While playing at the Savoy and 
beating out his torrid. rhythm, 
Chick began to attract the atten- 
tion of the world’s greatest swing 
artists. It was the swing music 
of Webb’s: band that gained for 
this famous dance hall the name

Housing projects are either complete or under construction 
fn Newark and other towns throughout the State of New Jersey: 

We, like some of our contemporaries, cannot fail to note 
that in Newark, as in other communities, the purpose of the 
slut-clearance movement may be defeated. ... The very people, 
slum-dwellérs, for whom the apartments are presumably design- 
“ed, are UNABLE to pay rent charges, afd so move to other 
slum sections. y 

Now it is, doubtless; true that if housing proceeds as fast as 
these slum-dwelleřs' can move, some promise ‘is held out for 
eventually embracing fleeing slum-dwellers within such new 


“housing projects., But the prospect of any such speedy rehabita- 


tion, any one must admit, is far-fetched indeed. 

Meanwhile, there are two methods by which the new apart- 
ments may be made available to the people for whom they were 
intended. pe t ` 

First, lower rent charges to within the capacity to pay of 
these prospective dwellers. 

Second, act to give jobs to every able-bodied citizen, re- 
gardless of race, creed of color. In other words, a fair policy of 
re-employment: will not only eliminate the problem of. Slum 
Clearance, but will eradicate the Slums themselves,

Now--we are realistic. on this. matter! we know that white 
Jawyers:and medical men are largely responsible for the absence 
of Negroes from their associations, At the same time, we are 
aware that Negro lawyers and medical then have not been 
especially: resourceful in finding ‘ways to. make the weight of 
their influence felt in the determination: of legal and medical 
policies in the state, il 
With legislation sponsored by legal, medical and: educational 
groups becoming increasingly important and far-reaching, it is 
urgently advisable that Negroes either find their way into these 
bodies or contrive an effective means-of making the weight of 
themselves, and, above all, the 250,000 people they represent, an 


important factor in the determination of legal, medical and]. 


‘educational policies. 

In view of the lack of effective representation in the councils 
of these organizations, the reason for the perfunctory treatment 
of Negro citizens over the state is not far to seek... - 

That there is power in organization is no mere truism: it is 
à living truth not to be regarded lightly. Our suggestion, how- 
ever, is not to establish separate legal, medical and educational 
bodies — for that, we believe, would bea step in the wrong 
direction; but to set up Organizing Committees with the view 
to becoming, as Negroes should, an integral part of the regular 
state organizations. i

- Vernon Louis Parrington, that pre-eminent historian of the 


mental lifé of America, wrote: 


“Education begins to fail — 


except education to individualize and summon forth the potential 


intelligence of the younger generation.” 


If Parrington is right—and in this 
writer’s opinion he,is eminently so— 
then the cumbersome, expensive, and 
mutually degrading jim-crow system 
of education one finds on the in- 
crease in New Jersey, fails miserably. 
It fails because, by its vety nature, 
it allows neither for individualiza- 
tion nor for, summoning forth the 
potential intelligence of either: white 
or colored children. 

One of. the major—if not the major 

-factors which led to the American 
Civil War was the question whether 
slavery (and its social relationships) 
should be allowed to extend: itself 
into what was then the free territory 
ofthe West. —‘The-issue-was--joined 
and resulted in a. politico—legal de- 
feat for the adyocates of slavery. 
Notwithstanding, in the years that 
have followed, many of the people 
who had grown up in the: atmosphere 
of southern attitudes and social 
psychology moved into northern and 
western communities, bringing with 
them the ‘vicious. feudal prejudices 
of their eatly upbringing. 
. Many white people of southern 
origins now live in New Jersey ;.and 
it requires no’ extended argument to 
demonstrate the jim-crow, segrega- 
ting, race-hating influence they ex- 
ert con life.in New Jersey, 

In no area‘of New Jersey life is 
this influence more visible than in 


the field of PUBLIC EDUCATION. 


| Here, in the most obvious fashion, 


white southerners are: managing to 
turn the politico—legal defeat of the 
Civil War—into a triumph of ideas, 
attitudes and folkways in these later 
years. 

It is especially. unfortunate that 
our educational system should en- 
courage race discrimination, For if 
the custodians of our, children’s 


minds—our teachers—by inclinatid] ' 


or force of circumstances, make little 
ot no effort to disabuse. the minds 
‘of children of inhuman and debasing 
train their feeling 
and thinking to the’ pattern of our 
equalitarian heritage, then we are ‘in 
a way to miss the true promise of 
American lifes , 

"Now it would’ be absurd to” at- 
tempt a discussion of what's wrong 
with public, education in New Jersey 
or anywhere else without considering 
the....economic..base—the plane on 
which people maintain their existence, 
work, seek, find employment. For 
the system) of education. is only a 
part of that vast superstructure 
reared: upon- the economic, base, 


It is true that. base and super- 
structure interact and mutually in- 
fluence each othér. ‘Thus, it is both 
a fertile and valid point ‘of..view 
which sees the educational opportu- 
nities and facilities available to 
Negroes. as a reflection of their 
economic situation, 

TEACHERS COLLEGES 

For example, as-is reported by the 
Commission for the Study of New’ 
Jersey's Urban Colore@ Population, 
“the -natural desire df intelligent 
young Negroes for employment other 
than.‘ domestic: work and laboring 
jobs has caused some of them to look 
with favor upon any school system, 
even a segregated system, which 
offers them. hope of employment as 
teachers.” 

Since most of the few positions 
open to Negro teachers are to be 
found at present in segregated 
schools, heads of the several State 
teachers colleges make no known 
effort, to secure positions for Ne- 
gtoes in other schools, 5 
. Nor is a studied policy of race 
discrimination to be found in teacher 
employment alone; one finds fla- 
grant discrimination in the matter of 
resident* accomodations in the State 
teachers colleges—notably at Glass- 
boro. Here the college “has actually 
barred Negro students from rooming 
in the dormitories, and. has forced 
them to drive long distances from 
their homes each day, or board with 
local families whose homes are lack-

The’new book, published by Henry | 


Holt & Co, 257 Fourth Avenue, New 
York, contains 401 pages and is “the 
story of. the Negro peoples of the 
world, from prehistoric times to thé 
present, is one with which few of us, 
white or black, are familiar,” say the 
publishers. And the publishers go 
on: “Yet this is far from being a 
mere, work of scholarship: It will 
come as a surprise to white readers 
to learn how: many of the great his- 
torical figures of the past have been 
wholly or partially Negro in deriva- 
tion. 

“From the time of Egypt's great 
queen, Nefertari, onward there have 


been Negroes of world-wide importe 


ance—the names of Toussaint L’Ou- 


verture, Jean. Christophe, and ‘the| 


Mahdi among the warriors. The 
Church has had Negro saints—St. 
Benedict the Moor and St. Martin 
of Porros, The. list of. writers is a 
long one. Both Alexandre’ Dumas 
and Pushkin had Negro blood in 
their veins, The contributions of the 
Negro people to sculpture, music; 
and the artsi are only beginning to 
be recognized, 7 

“Professor DuBois is nowhere in 
the course of this-book ań apologist 
for his people, He, attempts, without 
Tancor, to restore. the Negto his 
fightful place in’ the human story. 
More than that, in a series of power- 
ful chapters on the slave trade and 
the modern lot of Negroes in the 
world, he comes to grips with the 
fundamental-~issues™- of our- time’ as 
they appear to a’ people still econo- 
mically unenfranchised in great sec- 
tions of society. The ‘problem ot 
the twentieth century is ‘the problem 
of the-color- line; he; declares, and 
documents his case.’ 

“For those who feel that the white 
trace is the only important one that 
the ‘world has known, this volume is 
required reading, For those who 
realize that the case for human 
equality of opportunity rests upon 
knowledge. and understanding, Pro- 
fessor DuBois’s book will be an 
invaluable survey of’ a neglected 
field, It is written with a high 
sincerity and without special. pleads 
ing. 

Thus we see that the publishers 
plan-for-this*story~ ofthe Negro by 
Dr. DuBois to get into the hands. of 
white people as well as the hands of 
Negroes. It will’ be unfortunate if 
Negroes themselves neglect the read- 
ing of this wonderful. story,
